4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
i does not disclose a hollow bolt having at least one radial bore and being slideably 
; receiving a bolt guide, the bore being occluded by the bolt guide in a rear position of the 

• bolt. For example, US 5769066 discloses a mechanism for a gas operated gun 

; comprising a hollow bolt 20 adapted to move to a forward and rearward position (Figs. 
: 22-24), a bolt guide 16, the bolt 20 having a plurality of radial bores 26 at a position 

• such that said bores 26 is occluded by the bolt guide 16 (Figs. 22 and 24) in the rear 
position of the bolt but not in the forward position (Fig. 23) and a cylinder 108 

i surrounding the bolt 20, the cylinder having a radial port 104 communicating with a 
source of gas under pressure. 
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However, the bolt 20 does not slidingly receive the bolt guide 16 nor does the bolt 
when in the forward position occlude the radial port 104.
